Stowaway Badly Frightened 
When Ship Strikes Storm 


Santander. Spain. June ii. 
The revelation that he was panic­ 
stricken during certain phases cf the flight was made today by Arthur 
Schreiber. 22-year-old Portland, Maine youth who stowed away aboard 
the trails-Atlantic airplane “Yellow Bird" before it hopped oft from 
Old Orchard, Maine, for Bur pc. 
In an interview with International News Service today, the first 
trails-Atlantic airplane .stowaway in history made no attem pt to hide 
the tact that fear overcame him on mere than one occasion during 
the flight. 
"I was badly scared several times during the trip." he said, espe­ 
cially when we hit bad weather. 
"I kept constantly a: king the aviators whether we would reach 
France safely." he continued. “Invariably they replied: 
“ We feel sure we will iv killed We’ll never reach France alive.' 
"Naturally ih< e pessimistic answers added to my panic. I was 
awfully glad when the tr.p was over, even though it m eant landing in 
a Strang? country without a penny in my pockets.
